Adams was positive that he saw
Lawrence on the porch, and described
his clothing ns # dark suit, He sald
he eould tell If the other person on
the porch with Lawrence during the
shooting wans a man or a lady, but
“thought It wns a woman of some
kind."

Adams Insisted that he saw Law-
ronce come down tho steps of the
house, and face north. He sald he
wanted It to be understood that Law-
rence killed Mrs. Kushne, and sald he
would be very much pleased If the
Jury would find the defendant guilty.

On re-direct examination this morn-
ing, Adams stated that he had seen
a man he belleved was Luwrence at
the Kuohne place de:cund the steps
and fire a gun to the north. He sald
he was familiar with Lawrence's ap-
pearance from that distance as he
had seen him many times In the pre-
peding three years working about the
bhomestead. \

Asked regarding his testifying
agalnst Lawrence whenever he could,
ns nlleged by Renner Saturday, Ad-
ama' reply was:

“If things cume under my very
eyes, ko 1 saw and pininly under-
stood them, I'd glve my evidence, of
course, 1 never went out of my way
to get ft. How could I help it? 1If
I'a have known anything of the kind
wis golug to happen, I'd have gone
in and shut the door,

He also stated that he couldn’t say
positively the color of the clothing
worn by Lawrence, but knew it was
not white,

“Mrs. Kughne's atory of the shoot-
ing to me," sald Todd, "'was about as
follows: 'Lawrence came oit on the
tront steps and turned and deliberate-
ly shot me, About that time, Hunter
hollered, “Rumn, Lawrence, run and
got that gun away from her,'" and
Lawrenee ran and took the gun and
struck me on the head, saying, “'Vou
g of n h——, I'll murder you!*
The blow knocked me senseless.’'

Todd stated that Mrs, Kuehne told
him that her satchel, contalning all
of her papers, wag nnder her pillow,
and that she wanted all property to
g0 to Andrew, She also” made the
following request:

1 want you to help Andrew see
that Lawrence is punished in some
way for this."
